Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

kombucha and a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier mixed with said komucha. 

Group II, claim 28, drawn to an article comprising a composition for topical application 
comprising: kombucha and a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier mixed with said 
komucha bound to any materials used for clothing. 

Group III, claim 29, drawn to a method of preventing the signs of endogenous and/or 
exogenous aging comprising the step of applying to the skin, mucosae or skin 
appendage a composition in accordance with claim 12 or 23. 

The inventions listed as Groups MM do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Claim 1, at least, is anticipated by or obvious over Sarill et al. (US 6,274,564 B1) 

because Sarill teaches a composition for topical application comprising kombucha and 

milk or milk products (See column 16, lines 21-49). Consequently, the special technical 

feature which links the claims does not provide a contribution over the prior art, so unity 

of the invention is lacking. 
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This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows:
